Additional Backup Information:

The contract was established for emergency winter weather heating, ventilating, and air conditioning (HVAC)
repairs at City Hall, Rebekah Baines Johnson Center, Austin Police Department Forensic Sciences building,
and the Austin Fire Department Headquarters. During the February 2021 storm the facilities' HVAC systems
were damaged. Damages included broken pump sensors, air handlers and chiller pipes freezing and
breaking, causing flooding into high-voltage control panels and mechanical rooms. The damages from the
storm were responded to immediately and stop gap measures were put in place to keep facilities safe and
manageable until an emergency repair contract could be secured. The contract provides complete repair and
replacement of all damaged equipment, including demolition and removal of all damaged materials, installation
of new piping and equipment, project management, design and engineering, permits, reconnection of power,
and final system tests.
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These facilities provide essential services to the City, such as COVID vaccines, immunization storage,
emergency medical, and forensic laboratory services. It is critical to have these buildings fully functional to
protect the City’s property and resources.
